damage to the heart, kidneys and 
cars. 
Rheumatic fever frequent­ 
ly follows an untreated 
case 
of 
scarlet fever, according to Dr, F. 
S. Leeder, Director of the Divi­ 
sion of Disease Control of the De­ 
partment. 
Scarlet fever is most common in 
children under 15 and most ser­ 
ious in children under five. 
If there are cases 
of 
scarlet 
lever in 
your 
community, 
put 
your child to bed at the first sign 
of a cold or sore throat; keep him 
there: keep others away from him 
and call his physician, Dr. Leeder 
advised. 
The child who appears to have 
only a slight cold may have scar­ 
let fever. 
The child who has a 
light form of scarlet fever is just 
a* apt to develop complications as 
the one who is very ill and i* 
more apt to spread the disease. 
Symptoms of scarlet fever may 
include sore throat, fever, nausea, 
and later a pin point rash begin­ 
ning on the chest, but it is unwise 
to wait for these symptoms to ap­ 
pear before calling a doctor, Dr. 
Leeder warned.

be made from iron ore now scat­ 
tered in far corners of this hem i­ 
sphere. 
To get this ore to the blast fu r­ 
naces the steel industry has ahead 
of it one of the biggest transpor­ 
tation jobs in history. 
Its leaders estim ate substantial 
quantities will be brought to the 
steelm aking centers by 1955. 
The ore will come from Vene­ 
zuela, from the Q uebec-Labrador 
area, Liberia, the 
Steep 
Rock 
lake are in Canada, perhaps from 
other South A m erican or Carrib- 
bean countries. 
Developm ent of these 
foreign 
fields was undertaken to prevent 
depletion of high-grade reserves 
in the great Mesabi range in Min­ 
nesota, which has long supplied the 
m ajor ore needs of the nation. 
The swift expansion 
of 
steel- 
m aking capacity of the industry 
also made new sources of m ateri­ 
al desirable. 
Shipping Strained 
Ore transport facilities are be­ 
ing strained by the present record 
output of a little 
over 
2,000,000 
tons of raw steel weekly. 
Lake ore carriers haul millions 
of tons of iron ore every sum m er 
down from the Lake Superior area. 
This is used not only to keep the 
furnaces going during the ship­ 
ping season, but also to build up 
stockpiles for w inter operations. 
Defense officials think 91,500,- 
000 tons will be needed from the 
lakes traffic this year to maintain 
near-capacity steel operations. 
Although the lake boats got an 
early start— three weeks ahead of 
last y ear’s schedule—two m ajor 
steel com panies already have a n ­ 
nounced they plan extensive all­ 
rail shipm ents to the mills. 
Oliver Iron Mining Co., U. S. 
Steel subsidiary, expects to aver­ 
age 400 to 500 cars daily from 
the Gogebic and Mesabi Ranges to 
the Pittsburgh, Youngstown and 
Chicago 
areas.

Corp., is starting similar all-rail 
shipm ents to the Youngstown dis­ 
trict.

Blood Bank At St. Francis 
Hospital To Fill Urgent Need 
■pHE installation of a blood bank and 
facilities for handling and storing 
whole blood at St. Francis hospital, now 
under way, will provide an extremely 
valuable service to the people in the area 
served by the hospital. 
The hospital is now undergoing a re­ 
modelling program to accommodate 
the 
new facility. 
A blood bank refrigerator, 
equipped with safety devices 
to 
warn 
against any interruption of the tempera­ 
ture control mechanism, has been pur­ 
chased by the Escanaba Lions club at a 
cost of $800. Other Lions clubs in the area 
served by the hospital also have pledged 
their cooperation in this project. 
The blood bank at the hospital will con­ 
tain supplies of four blood types, avail­ 
able for use in an emergency. No longer 
will it be necessary to issue call for vol­ 
unteers donors with a specific blood type 
urgently needed. As each pint of blood is 
withdrawn for a patient, 
two 
pints 
of 
blood will be replaced by relatives of the 
patient. In this manner an adequate sup­ 
ply will be on hand at all times. 
After whole blood has been under re­ 
frigeration the maximum time for use as 
whole blood, it will be forwarded to Lan­ 
sing for processing into blood plasma and 
other blood derivatives. This procedure 
will build up the county's plasma credit 
with the state Red Cross plasma bank and 
will eliminate the need for 
annual 
Red 
Cross blood collections here.

Our Financial Woes 


Sure To Continue 
T 
HE people have been slightly confound­ 
ed by the latest financial reports em­ 
anating from Washington. 
Earlier 
fore­ 
casts of a $2,700,000,000 deficit for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year have been 
replaced 
by 
predictions that the government may wind 
up with $3,000,000,000 surplus instead. 
The ordinary citizen might ask: “How 
can financial experts be $5,700,000,000 off 
in +heir estimates in the space of a few’ 
months?” 
Without wishing to apologize for the ex­ 
perts, one can say that in these days of 
mammotn sums it’s easy. 
First of all, Congress increased corpor­ 
ate and personal income taxes last fall. By 
the time President Truman submitted his 
new’ budget in January, 
only part of a 
year’s returns at the higher rate had come 
into the U. S. treasury. 
The budgeteer 
had to guess what a full year would bring. 
T h ey guessed too low. 
The January forecast was based also on 
a calculated rate of expenditure for de­ 
fense purposes. 
In actual practice, that 
rate has not been achieved. Expenses con­ 
sequently are running wTell behind the es­ 
timates. 
Put the underestimated income side by 
side w’ith overestimated expenses and you I 
change a potential deficit into a prospec­ 
tive surplus. 
It would be risky to assume, 
though, 
that this unexpectedly bright outlook is 
going to continue indefinitely. As Defense 
Mobilizer Charles Wilson and others have 
pointed out, the government is now’ or­ 
dering arms and munitions at a vastly ac­ 
celerated pace—$2,000,000,000 a month, or 
double the defense outlays at the time of 
the outbreak of war in Korea. 
The bills for these orders have not yet 
come in When they do, next fall and w in­ 
ter, the government’s surprising surplus 
will vanish in a hurry and we’ll be back in 
the red. No miracle of financial sleight-of- 
hand is going to remove from our backs 
the bm den of a greatly expanded arms 
program. 
When the impact of this effort really 
starts to hit us, the need for more taxes 
once more will be strikingly apparent. Mr 
Truman has scaled dowm his 1951 tax de­ 
mands from $16,500,000,000 
to 
$10,000.- 
000.000. but his lieutenants 
are 
seeking 
prompt action on that low»r figure to as­ 
sure the government’s readiness to make 
heavier outlays in the months ahead. 
Congress would not have voted the larg­ 
er urn this year anyway. Indeed, it may 
wind up giving grudging approval to per­ 
haps no more than $7,000,000,000 in new 
levies this year That might well prove 
sufficient for a while. 
But it’s hard to see how’ Congress can 
escape voting still higher taxes later, if 
we wish to curb inflation and keep the de­ 
fense program on a pa.v-as-you go basis. 
Maximum defense output is not expected 
to come until early 1952. and federal ex­ 
p enses ceitainly will rise until that peak 
ha>- been reached. 
We 
can 
all be grateful for the rosier 
glow tli.it today .surrounds the federal bal­ 
ance sheet. But we needn’t kid ourselves 
in'o believing we’ve managed to achieve 
an effective defense 
without 
financial 
pa.n.

Soo Jest Showed 
Supply Inadequacies 
OBSERVERS 
at the Sault Ste. Marie 
civil defense test Monday reported 
that the. mock exercises were very suc­ 
cessful. not because the drill revealed an 
adequacy of civil defense preparation but 
rather because the test 
showed 
rather 
startingly where the deficiencies are. 
The Soo “problem” was, of course, a 
very difficult one. It was assumed that the 
Lock City was rocked by 50 block-bust­ 
ing bombs aimed at the strategic canal, 
and that an atom bomb exploded just be­ 
yond the city limits. The presumed casual­ 
ties were tremendous and the tasks of fire 
fighting and civilian relief wrere astro­ 
nomical 
The most glaring inadequacies were in 
the lack of essential supplies to meet a 
catastrophe of this scope. This condition 
was generally known even before the Soo 
test, but the test served to focus public 
attention upon the need. A state appropri­ 
ation to provide equipment and facilities 
to move into a stricken area in the event 
of enemy attack undoubtedly wull be made 
by the legislature. The need is much too 
great for any city to meet. 
Further air raid drills of this scope will 
j help to make ready for a real emergency 
if one should develop. We cannot afford to 
be complacent in view of the shaky world 
situation. 


Value O f Aspen Crop 
Gaining Recognition 
T?OR many years while lumbermen con- 
centrated on the harvesting of hard­ 
woods, pine, spruce and balsam that w’ere 
in abundance in northern forests, aspen 
was the orphan of the timberland. Even 
today literally billions of feet of aspen are 
wasting away in our forest areas. 
But 
aspen, or popple as it is more commonly 
known in this region, has gradually be­ 
come of increasing importance. 
Greater utilization of aspen commercial­ 
ly has developed because of shortages of 
other timber species and particularly be­ 
cause forest scientists have learned con­ 
siderable about the virtues of aspen 
It 
has become, for instance, an 
important 
source of raw’ material in the pulp and 
paper industry, being used extensively for 
both sulphite and groundwood pulp. Large 
quantities of aspen also are being used as 
cores in the plywood industry, in box and 
crate production and even 
for 
interior 
trim in the construction industry. 
These developments are important to j 
the economic future of the northern area ! 
because of the great abundance of aspen 
and because of its prolific growth. Aspen 
diseases are being widely studied by for­ 
esters in recognition of the new values of 
this crop. No longer do we regard “popple” 
as worthless wood, but a crop in much 
abundance that will do much to maintain 
our forest industries for years to come.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Capitol Hill cloak­ 
rooms have been buzzing as never before 
over the MacArthur incident. This is true 
of Republicans perhaps more than Demo­ 
crats. The Democrats are glum, the Re­ 
publicans elated—though not all of them. 
Here are highlights from some of the 
most significant of these backstage con­ 
versations: 
Bob Taft expressed concern to Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska that the GOP may 
get stuck with MacArthur as 
its 
1952 
presidential candidate. 
Of course, 
this 
would eliminate him, though Taft didn’t 
mention this to Wherry. Taft has been no­ 
ticeably irritable, has snapped at Senate 
functionaries and fellow senators. He got 
in a private wrangle with Bob Kerr of Ok­ 
lahoma over Kerr’s statement criticizing 
MacArthur. 
, 
GOP Senator Minikin of Colorado also 
expressed worry that Eisenhower would 
oppose MacArthur, which would split the 
Republicans down the middle. Bridges of 
New Hampshire replied that Eisenhower 
was too smart to get into the middle, that 
Eisenhower also might differ with Truman 
and run the risk of being fired. 
Bridges has been bustling around GOP 
cloakrooms more than anyone else. He told 
one group joyfully: “This is the biggest 
windfall that has ever some to the Repub­ 
lican party ” 
On one occasion, Virginia’s Senator Rob­ 
ertson. a Democrat, remarked to Bridges: 
“Well, you have a new candidate for presi­ 
dent,” 
“He's better than the present president,” 
the New Hampshire senator shot back. 
“I guess there’s a lot of life left in him 
even at 71,” piped up Lodge of Massachus­ 
etts. 
Actually. 
Lodge. 
Duff of Pensylvania 
and Ives of Now' York have held 
some 
worried huddles about 
the 
MacArthur 
boom and how it would affect their Eisen­ 
hower boom. During one of these huddles, 
Ives snorted; “How in the hell are we go­ 
ing to get any unity around here!’’ 
Smith of New’ Jersey, the former Prince­ 
ton professor, has been quite critical over 
the fact that MacArthur wasn’t left in 
Japan to keep the occupation intact and 
complete the peace treaty. 
But privately 
Smith seemed to approve 
of 
removing 
MacArthur from military command. 
Senators 
Knowland 
and 
Nixon, both 
California Republicans, are eager-beavers 
on the MacArthur bandwagon. But Nixon 
had an interesting conversation with Duff 
of Pennsylvania just before 
MacArthur 
was fired. 
“What 
party 
does Eisenhower belong 
lo?” Nixon asked 
Duff, one of the strongest boosters for 
Eisenhower, assured him that Ike was a j 
Republican. 
“I hope so,” declared Nixon. “He's the 
man for us.” 
Nixon, 
however, 
is now beating the 
bass dium on the MacArthur bandwagon. 
DISCOURAGED IMPEACHMENT 
During the first Republican meeting in 
Ex-Speaker Joe Martin’s office 
on 
the 
morning MacArthur was fired, Congress­ 
man Cnarlie Halleck of Indiana demanded 
that Republicans immediately press 
for 
Truman’s impeachment. 
It 
was 
Bob Taft, however, w'ho de­ 
murred. Such a move, he said, was asinine. 
It w'ould be much smarter, he advised, to 
bring MacArthur back to the United States 
and build up sentiment for his case before 
the Republican party went all-out for him. 
The 
impeachment 
idea 
w’as 
then 
dropped, though Joe Martin told GOP col­ 
leagues to keep talking about it. 
“We’ve 
got to keep the fire burning,” he said, half 
joking 
MARTIN’S ULTIMATUM 
It was Joe Martin who adroitly master­ 
minded the drive to invite MacArthur to 
a joint session ol Congress. At first Demo­ 
cratic leaders were decidedly lukewarm, 
argued it would set a bad precedent 
for 
Congress to roll out the red carpet for a 
general, especially one ousted tor insub­ 
ordination. They also felt it would be an 
affront to Pro. aleut Truman. 
However, Marlin handed a virtual ulti­ 
matum to his old friend, 
Speaker 
Sam 
Rayburn. Ho gave him unti’ 2:30 Friday to 
agree to invite MacArthur to a joint ses­ 
sion of Congress 
MacArthur has 
been away 14 years,” 
Rayburn drawled sourly. “What’s all the 
rush?” 
So Martin extended the deadline to 4 
o’clock. 
Martin didn’t say so, but the reason he 
pushed Rayburn was because MacArthur’.* 
office in Tokyo had given him a veiled

tions were to his choosing; also that he had 
to know m a hurry in order to plan his 
itinerary.

Lucky Luciano, now living in 
transplanted luxury in Italy, may 
still be a potent figure in U. S. 
crime. 
And then again he may 
not. 
Nobody 
seems 
to 
know. 
That’s in keeping with his entire 
career—there 
always 
was a lot 
about Lucky that nobody knew. 
Nobody ever knew how far his 
control 
of 
crime 
and 
politics 
reached. Nobody knew how many 
people he killed or ordered killed. 
And nobody really knows—or will 
tell—how he got a pardon and got 
out of jail. 
There 
are 
some 
facts 
about 
Lucky, however. It is a fact that 
he parlayed brutality and about 
1000 girls with names like “Jennie 
the Factory” into a $12,000,000 a 
year prostitution and white slav­ 
ery 
business. And 
it 
was that 
aspect of his vaned career that 
finally jailed him. 
Luciano, 
born 
Salvatore 
Lu­ 
cama, came to the U. £. in 1910, 
when he was nine years old. He 
once 
described 
his 
birthplace, 
Lercara Friddi, in Sicily, as the 
“deadest 
dump 
in 
the world.” 
Lucky grew up in a New York 
tenement. 
When he was 14, he 
was still in the filth grade and 
that’s as far as he went. He quit 
with a record of poor work and 
“chronic truancy.” 
* 
* 
* 
His 
first 
prison 
term 
came 
when he was 15, a sentence for a 
narcotics violation. Altogether, he 
has had 25 arrests in his lifetime, 
so far. During the wild prohibi­ 
tion period, he fought his way up 
to the top in the gangster trade. 
H is-nickname came from his 
ability to keep breathing, when 
others desired him to stop. No­ 
body knows 
(there it is again) 
how many attempts were made to 
get him. One, in 1929, came close. 
They found Lucky on Staten Is­ 
land, his throat, chest and shoul­ 
ders slashed, his mouth taped and 
his body bound with wire. 
He 
never said who did it. 
Lucky bullied his way into the 
I brothel 
business, took over and 
I made it his own private baby. He 
is estimated to have controlled 
200 houses with 1000 prostitutes. 
One ot his career girls said she 
took in an average of $260 a week. 
Out of that, Lucky let her keep 
$13. 
Of course, there was quite an 
overhead—rent, light, heat, bribes 
and bullets. * 
* 
* 
But that wasn’t his only source 
ot 
revenue: 
he was the biggest 
dope 
distributor 
in the nation, 
ran the numbers racket and had 
other investments. He was also a 
power in New York’s lower East 
Side 
politics and the American 
branch 
of 
the 
Italian terrorist 
group, Mafia. Some say that to- 
i day he is the boss of Mafia. 
Lucky and Lepke Buchalter, the 
J head of Murder, Inc., had a crazy 
arrangement. They traded killers, 
like other fellows trade stamps. 
When Linky decided that Dutch 
Schultz was getting too ambitious, 
his 
good 
friend 
Lepke 
loaned 
Lucky a few gunmen to de-ambi­ 
tion him. 
An 
idea 
of Lucky’s engaging 
personality can be had from the 
I cpi i t ol a probation officer, late 
in the gangster’s career.

underclothes and places to go In 
style. 
“Hi* social outlook is essential­ 
ly childish, in that it is dominated 
by recklessness and a craving for 
action. His only asset as a leader 
consists of his apparent calmness 
at times of stress . . . as a conse­ 
quence, he is accorded a degree of 
underworld respect. 
“His freedom from conscience 
springs from his admitted phil­ 
osophy: 
‘I never was a crumb, 
and if I have to be a crumb I’d 
rather be dead.’ ” 
A crumb, in Lucky’s definition, 
was “a guy Who works and saves 
and lays his money aside.” 
Racket-busting Tom Dewey, ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Lehman in 1935, 
put an end to Lucky’s career in 
the U. S. Some of the disgruntled 
girls 
on 
his staff gave Dewey 
enough evidence to convict Lucky 
of 
compulsory 
prostitution. 
He 
was sentenced to 30 to 50 years in 
prison. 
Lucky 
was the first big-time 
racketeer to be jailed on a big- 
time racketeering charge. Others 
were caught on some minor mat­ 
ter—like Al Capone for 
income 
lax violation and Lepke Buchal­ 
ter for anti-trust violations.

Despite his stiff sentence, Lucky 
only stayed behind bars for nine 
aril a half years. In 1946, Dewey, 
then governor of New York, re­ 
leased 
him 
for 
deportation 
to 
Italy. Dewey 
said 
that Lucky, 
while in jail, had been a big help 
to U S. intelligence services dur­ 
ing the war. 
The 
governor 
said 
he didn’t 
know exactly what those services 
had been. 
Lucky’s pals boasted 
that their ex-boss had made the 
invasion of Sicily 
possible. 
No­ 
body knows for sure, or will say. 
Whatever the reason, the jail 
ceil was unlocked and Lucky left 
on a permanent foreign vacation. 
A vear later, although he’d been 
supposed to be in Italy, he and a

There was one characteristic 
of good citizenship in whieh teacher prac­ 
tice was in agreement. 
“Virtual unanimity estated among Es­ 
canaba teachers that respect for prop­ 
erty was a very significant

Teaching respect for property bogan In 
kindergarten, continued 
to be stressed

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Republican Dulles Has 
Become Real Statesman 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON — A few hours 
after the dram atic W hite House 
‘ announcem ent of General MacAr­ 
th u r’® dismissal, President T ru­ 
m an summoned John Foster Dulles 
from the state departm ent. The 
president told Dulles he wanted 
him to go to Japan im mediately 
to push as hard as possible for a 
peace treaty w ith the Japanese. 
Behind the urgency of this re­ 
quest was a deep concern over J a ­ 
panese reaction to M acA rthur^ 
removal. If it was a shock in this 
country, it exploded w ith the force 
of a bombshell in Japan and par­ 
ticularly among m iddle and upper 
class groups that have looked to 
America for protection from Com­ 
munism and for economic stabili­ 
ty. 
The reaction has in fact been 
far more serious, according to con­ 
fidential 
reports to Washington, 
than the news has indicated. The 
Japs have traditionally bowed to 
authority and General M acArthur 
had become a kind of second em­ 
peror; a symbol of power and se­ 
curity. It was even feared that the 
governm ent of Prem ier Yoshida 
m ight fall as a consequence of the 
news. 
Important Assignm ent 
After Dulles 
had 
heard 
the 
president outline this newest mis­ 
sion to Japan, he hesitated for a 
moment. Both men seated in the 
quiet of the president’s oval study 
were aware of the extrem e diffi­ 
culty and gravity of the assign­ 
ment. In the vacuum left by Mac- 
A rthur’s departure a m ultitude of 
problems, both m ilitary and dip­ 
lomatic, would have to be solved. 
Dulles replied that he was will­ 
ing to go but he w anted 
to 
be 
reassured 
that 
there 
was 
no 
change in American policy with 
respect to Japan and the Far East. 
In pushing for a peace treaty at 
the earliest opportunity, he has 
been determined not 
to 
permit 
Russian obstructionism to stand in 
the way of a settlem ent. He does 
not believe, as the British seem to, 
that Communist China should* be 
perm itted to take part in decisions 
on the treaty. 
The president responded with 
great earnestness. He y said there 
was no change w hatsoever in the 
basic policy of the Am erican gov­ 
ernm ent. He gave his special am­ 
bassador full power 
to 
proceed 
with a Japanese treaty along the 
lines he has been following. 
Given Free Hand 
In the way in which he has pro­ 
reeded to try to bring older and 
stability in the Pacific through a 
union of non-Com m unist powers, 
including Japan, Dulles has given 
one of the few exam ples of con­ 
structive statesm anship 
in 
the 
postw ar world. Secretary of State 


Acheson gave his Republican ad­ 
viser virtually a free hand on J a ­ 
pan. And instead of waiting to re­ 
act against Communist action, as 
has happened more often than not 
in tother parts of the world, Dulles 
has gone ahead with a construc­ 
tive program intended to integrate 
Japan into the society of free na­ 
tions not later than the end of this 
year. 
This is the third time in less 
than ryne m onths that Dulles has 
made the long and wearying flight 
to Tokyo. He was at M acA rthur^ 
headquarters when the North Ko­ 
rean Communists launched their 
attack on the South Korean re­ 
public last June. Returning to Am­ 
erica, he expressed the belief that 
the United Nations would meet 
aggression with force. 
His second trip began shortly 
after the first of the year. Five 
weeks were spent in laying the 
groundwork for a Japanese treaty 
and a possible future Pacific de­ 
fense pact with all the nations in­ 
volved. Besides Japan, Dulles vis­ 
ited A ustralia, New Zealand and 
the Philippines. He expressed the 
hope at the end of his tour that a 
treaty m ight be concluded not lat­ 
er than midsummer. 
If he had perm itted political 
considerations to sway him, Dulles 
might have hesitated about going 
on this third assignment for an­ 
other reason. He went into the 
state departm ent at the request of 
his good friend, Senator 
A rthur 
Vandenberg of Michigan. The ail­ 
ing Vandenberg made it a specific 
condition of a continuing biparti­ 
san approach to foreign policy that 
Dulles be mad£ one of Acheson’s 
chief advisers. Several other Re­ 
publican 
names had been sug­ 
gested, after Dulles’ bitter and un­ 
successful contest with 
H erbert 
Lehman for the New' York Senate 
seat in the fall of 1949, but Van­ 
denberg insisted on Dulles. 
Now', however, 
extrem ists 
in 
Dulles’ party are out to destroy 
anyone who tries to work with 
the adm inistration toward a con­ 
structive foreign 
policy. 
Dulles 
knew that the attacks would bo 
tripled and quadrupled in the con­ 
text of the M acArthur controversy. 
Yet he w ent—and he went, in my 
opinion, because he has a deep 
sense of responsibility in a world 
torn with dissensions that threaten 
utter destruction. 
It sometimes seems as though 
the extrem ists here at home were 
perfectly willing to bring on this 
destruction. If only they can heap 
the blame on Trum an and Ache­ 
son, they seem ready 
and 
even 
eager to em brace any calamity. ! 
And 
correspondingly they vilify I 
any and all, regardless of party or 
conviction, who work 
construc­ 
tively for stability.

ours the steel-making capacity of 
all the non-Communist countries, 
and the ration is five tons of non­ 
communist steel to one ton of 
Communist .steel.

in the accompanying 
dispatch, 
took his first steel job as a ma­ 
chinist helper with the Ameri­ 
can Bridge Co., in 1913. A vet­ 
eran of virtually every phase of 
steelmaking. he .joined Republic 
Steel Corp., in 1930 as an as­ 
sistant vice president and was 
made president in 1945. 


But our steel industry since the 
war has been producing at all- 
time speed lo satisfy the pent-up 
demand for automobiles, washing 
machines, refrigerators, bicycles 
and thousands of other consumer 
toms. 
In the same years, the 
Russian steel industry has been 
pouring its production into tanks 
and guns. 
It would be extremely danger­ 
ous for tile people of this coun­ 
try to let themselves be lulled 
into an attitude of 
unprepared­ 
ness simply because they know 
that we can produce these huge 
quantities of 
steel. 
We 
might 
have very little time to prepare 
after an attack began. 
We must 
prepare in advance. 
A reduction in civilian goods 
certainly is ahead 
of 
us. 
The 
steel industry has cut down the 


orders of its regular customers to 
meet the demands of defense pro­ 
duction and to comply with gov­ 
ernment allocating programs. The 
industry ha.« agreed cheerfully to 
give priority to all defense orders. 
No nation has been 
able 
to 
Ii*hi. or to prepare for a major 
war, and at the same time supply 
all the needs of the civilian pop­ 
ulation 
To build' a productive 
capacity great enough to supply 
normal civilian needs—and war 
needs at the same time—would 
be economic suicide for any na­ 
tion. 
We will have to make sacrifices 
in our standard of living in the 
uncertain days ahead and we will 
also be sacrificing some of the 
fundamentals of our way of life. 
I 
hope the 
sacrifices 
may 
be 
small. It is important that they 
be kept to a minimum, and only 
temporary. 
What a disaster it would be if, 
in protecting 
our 
freedom, we 
invited long-range controls and 
lei 
them 
become a permanent 
part of our philosophy of gov­ 
ernment. 
Industry faces numerous prob­ 
lems in meeting the challenge of 
today’s needs. We must face the 
fact 
1hat high-grade 
iron 
re­ 
sources in our country have been 
seriously depleted by two world 
wars. Fortunately, several of the 
steel companies, 
including 
Re­ 
public, have been developing new 
sources in Labrador, in Venezuela 
and in Africa. 
Transportation of materials has 
become a bottleneck. It is too bad 
the St. Lawrence Seaway hasn’t 
been constructed. If circumstan­ 
ces permit, this project should be 
given 
immediate 
consideration, 
but on a sell-liquidating basis. 
A large part of the hundreds 
of millions of dollars now going 
into new plant construction and 
into development of new ore sup­ 
plies must be paid out of profits. 
It's a question whether 
the 
so­ 
called current “substantial” pro­ 
fits would be high enough to fin­ 
ance the tremendous expansion 
now under way. 
We have over 60 million em ­ 
ployed, but the armed forces are 
preparing to draft many more 
men 
in their 
most 
productive 
years. 
The rest of us. therefore, 
must produce more in order to 
have enough. 
We must all work harder to 
prove that the traditional Amer-

Party Is Held Near 
Camp W e-Ha-Kee

A lively group of Chicago girls 
—pretty and vivacious—scrambled 
aboard a train in Evanston. Three 
Dominican sisters futilely admon­ 
ished quiet, for the excited voices, 
the gay laughter were causing a 
turning of heads among other pas­ 
sengers.

asked. 
“We’re going on a sap party!” a 
chorus answered. 
Sister David O'Leary, head of 
Camp We-Ha-Kee, a s u rn rn e r 
camp tor girls on the shore of 
Green bay just south of Marinette, 
Wis., was keeping a promise she 
had made last summer, and 14 
campers were on their way to the 
north woods to see maple sugar­ 
ing. 
In Peshtigo, Edward Dupuis, a 
genial farmer whose land borders 
the Peshtigo river and includes a 
fine stand of sugar maples land 
also an old Indian burying ground! 
had everything ready. 
In the sap 
house a fire was burning under 
the vats, the clear liquid was al­ 
ready bubbling, and pails of fresh­ 
ly gathered sap stood ready for 
pouring. 
“But aren't we going out to get 
the sap ourselves?” one of the girls 
inquired.

When the vats were bubbling 
again and the sap house was so 
full of steam that you couldn't 
see across it, Mr. Dupuis got his 
truck, and the girls, accompanied 
by Sister David, set out for the 
ride to the grove. 
Sister Agne- 
sita, Sister Angelica, and 
Miss 
Bernadette Brennan, head council­ 
lor at We-Ha-Kee, volunteered to 
stay behind in tile cookhouse to 
mix up pancakes. 
The Peshtigo river was over­ 
flowing its banks, and a few of the 
trees were out of reach of anyone 
not wearing hip 
bots. 
In 
the 
grove there was a brisk tussle for 
the old fashioned yoke holding the 
out-sized pails in which the sap is 
collected tree by tree. 
Agreeing 
to 
take 
turns, 
one 
group of girls started off to col­ 
lect sap. 
Pancake Feast 
Back in the cook house the huge 
griddle was smoking, greased by 
an enormous slab of bacon. 
The 
ancient wood burning stove had so 
thoroughly taken the chill out of 
the atmosphere that every window 
was open. 
Mrs. Dupuis had made a great 
pot 
of 
baked 
beans, 
and 
the 
Dupuis cows had supplied quanti­ 
ties of rich milk. 
Sister Agnesita 
and Sister Angelica had known 
their charges well enough to have 
a fine reserve supply of pancakes 
in the oven at the back of the 
stove, but even so, they were hard 
put to keep up with the demand. 
And the gallon jug of syrup on the 
table disappeared like pump water.
